AAA unit and a rear detail of a tank unit still on maneuvers. 
The former Landratsamt (county administration building), 
previously occupied by a unit heacquarters, was vacant. 


20 September 1949 


All troops from the PALCHIM military post had gone to maneus 
vers in theWITTSTOCK area (N 54/U 11). The former Landrats-~- 
amt on Karl-Marxstrasse, previously occupied by the head- 
quarters of the 18th Mecz Div, was vacant. 


a. Information from PARCHIM and PERLEBERG (both military posts 
of the 18th Mecz Div) does not indicate that an exchange of 
troops between the towns was planned or effected. The units 
assumed to be stationed in the PAKCHIM area include the two 
tank regiments and the AAA battalion (regiment?) of the 18th 
Mecz Div, while the 58th Mecz Regt of the same division is 
believed to be located in PERLEBERG. 


b. “he location in the PARCHIM Landratsamt of the 18th Mecz 
Div Hq was ‘confirmed up to 20 September 1949. The command 
element of the division was still on maneuvers. 


ec. According to numerous previous reports, the PARCHIM units 
of the 18th Mecz Div also held their 1949 summer maneuvers in 
the WITTSTOCK-SCHWEINRICH area efter the Spring of 1949, Some 
units moved to the BURG-BELZIG-GENTHIN area to participate in 
the large-scale Third Shock Army final maneuvers starting in 
early October 1949, As units reportedly left the WITTSTOCK ~ 
SCH\.EINRICH training area after mid-October 1949, it is axpec- 
ted that the component units of the 18th Mecz Div returned to 
their military posts during the second half of October 1949. 
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
